To Strike 


A $26,000,000 flood or a $26,000,000 
fire would be considered a major 
calamity anywhere in the world and 
the plight of the victims wowld 
prompt not only universal sympathy 
but a good deal of material help 

There has just been na $26,000,000 
calamity in Ontario, It has received 
a good deal of publicity but most 
people don't appreciate the reai trag- 
edy of it, the tremendous toll it has 
taken, 

The calamity was the General 
Motors strike. The toll was 
1,600,000 man-days of work lost fore 
ever. The victims were everybody, 
but most especially the 17,250 work- 
ers on strike and their fatnilivs and 
all the people who make a living 
from them, and of course the come 
pany, 

To understand the hardship that 
this would cause, one must try to 
imagine his own position and that 
of his wife and children if threes 
quarters of his income were cut off. 

The little bit of strike pay had to 
be spread terribly thin among the 
GM employees. There may have 
been little physica] hardship; no one 
starved or froze to death. But the 
families did without much they had 
been used to, and the families did 
without much they had becn used to, 
and they got far benind wih their 
bills. It will take them years to re- 
cover from the loss of income they 
suffered, 


Did they win the strike? Nobody 
wins a strike. The final settiement 
appeared to be a saw-off, 

Couldn't that have been done just 
as easily right at the start? 

The strike as a means of settling 
industrial disputes is as out of date 


Strikes don't determine who or 
What is right, All they do is show 
who can hold out the longer, who 
can take the more punishinent, and 
in the end, after beating each other | 
with clubs, the two battered parties | 
wearily shake hands and call it! 
quits. They have gained nothing. | 
They have engendered more class 
and industrial bitterness which will | 
be a long time evaporating, And they 
have ijost what can never be replaced, 
time. They have lost minutes and | 
hours and days in which ww labor | 
and earn money and produce wealth | 
upon which all living depends. | 

It may be that the rigit to strike 
should be curtailed, If it would vol- | 
untarily surrender part of its right | 
to strike, labor should get something | 
of equa] value in return. | 

Such costly industrial anarchy can 
be restricted with more statesinane | 
If both labor | 
and management, starting with 
specific industries, companies and | 
unions, pledge their word to support | 
jand abide by the findings of per-— 
manent arbitration machinery, labor 
advances would certainly he just as 
rapid as they are now and the tre- 
jacndous cost, in lost time and lost 
production, would be eliminated.
